And no one would be fooled 
or captivated by it if it should be turned inside out for inspection. Mr. Bryan 
has rung the changes on himself and his methods and his hopes so often 
that the country knows them by heart and is no longer impressed by 
them. His most ornate talk-flights fall upon his hearers like a shower of 
canned sentences, whose words, for the sake of spontaneity, should be re- 
arranged in such a manner as to eliminate the 1896 and the 1900 meaning, 
and to give them a savor of freshness of import. It matters not if Mr. 
Bryan roars with the loudness of a lion or with the softness of a suck- 
ing dove; for, so long as the burden of his yawp is free silver, the south 
will no more listen to him than will the north. His staccato on the subject 
of prosperity is not without an element of harmless diversion to all hearers 
ordinarily endowed with a sense of humor. Fancy the unique combination 
of prosperity and free silver! Mr. Bryan is certainly a monumental phi- 
losopher and logician, and we should rather fancy that he would score a 
hit if he would but make a contract with some enterprising circus, to de- 
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liver ten-minute free-silver talks and become known, perhaps, as the soar- 
ing Socrates of the sawdust. P 
E ARE always apt to be over-vigilant when it is too late. We sel- 
dom, if ever, anticipate a disaster and arm ourselves against it, but 
wait until it has passed and left destruction in its wake, and then investi- 
gate and fortify ourselves against a possible recurrence. It is never discov- 
ered that the life-preservers are nailed or riveted to the steamship until she 
begins to sink. It is never learned that the exits of a theatre are not equal 
to the demands upon them until the flames fly and the asbestos curtain re- 
fuses to work. All gilt-edged advice given a’man on the importance of 
fighting shy of restaurant milk, railroad water and raw oysters is not ap- 
preciated until that man realizes that he is being typhoided out of the game 
called life and, let us trust, harpward. We are too apt to incorporate into 
our arguments the words of the French philosopher, who says substantially 
that the troubles over which we worry the most are those that never come. 
And so we take the chances, knowing that if the worst comes to pass 
we may still gird up our loins and investigate or arbitrate, as the case may 
demand, for that which cannot be investigated can be arbitrated, and vice 
versa. And yet neither of these makeshifts undoes that which has been 
done. Strong locks on the stable will not restore the horses which have 
been stolen, and the result of an investigation after a fire will not bring 
back the victims. All the arbitration in the world will not undo the work 
of ruin that has been effected by a labor strike. We do not seem to realize 
that war is disastrous and terrible in its each and every particular. Now, 
if we could but put the arbitration ahead of the strike and the investigation 
before the holocaust, and keep the angel of peace chained or nailed in front 
of the war, everything would be better all round. But we will not do it; 
we prefer to drift along blindly and indifferently, and take for our motto 
and warning not ‘‘ Now is the accepted time,’’ as we should, but “‘ It’s never 
too late,’’ which we should not.
